As the gutta-percha finger travel* 


over the body, the differences of sound 
conveyed by the telephone enable the

" operator to determine the precise out- 
lines of the liver, heart, lungs, etc. 


I With a crayon the physician marks 


these outline* on the froit of the 
body, and then, turning the jatient 
around, he marks the same sort of out- 
lines on the back, tracing the spleen, 
kidneys, etc. When his task Is com- 
plete, the subject's trunk Is covered 
with a tort of map of his ir.1rrr.al 
works. 


It may be asked what such a map is 


good for.anJ that question can beeasily 
answered. Diseases in the vital organs 
are apt to occasion alterations in their 
size. If the telephone shows that the 
heart is enlarge-d unduly, a guide is af- 
forded for the diagnosis by the phvsl- 
cian. Or, perhaps it may be found that 
a kiilcey has shrunk. There may even 
be a displacement of some 
organ, 


shown obviously and conclusively by 
the body chart. Kven if it w ere not of 
practical value, the performan<-e of this 
ncvr medical invention would be of 
great interest to laymen.
